♦Title 37, Code of Federal Regulations, § 1 .56(a): 

(a) A duty of candor and good feitb toward the Patent and Trademark Office rests on the invemor, on each attorney or agem who 
prepares or prosecutes the application and on every oftier individual \^o is substantively involved in fte preparadon or 
prt»3CCUtiQn of the application and who is associated with the inventor, with the assignee or with anyone to whom there is an 
obligation to assign the application. AU such individuals have a duty to disclose to the Office toformailon they are aware of which 
is material to the examination of die application. Such hiformation is material where there is substantial likelihood that a 
reasonable examtoer would consider it important in decidmg whether to ailow die application to issue as a patent The duty is 
commensurate with the degr^ of involvement in the preparation or prosecution of the ^plication. 



(b) Under this section, information is material to patentability when h is not cumulative to information already of record or being 
made of r«COTd in the appUcation, and (I) it establishes, by itself or in combination with other information, a prima fecie case of 
unpatentabiUty; or (2) it reflites, or is inconsistent widi, a position the applicant takes in: (i) opposmg an argument of 
unpatentability relied on by die Office, or (ii) assertmg an argument of patentability. 
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
